Tokio, M ay IO, via V ictoria, B. C., M ay 
22.—A s soon as the governm ent w as in­ 
form ed o f the determ ination of R ussia, 
G erm any and France to forbid the ac­ 
quisition o f territory by the Japanese 
on the continent a m ajority of the cab­ 
inet m inisters assem bled at K ioto, and 
m easures w ere taken to ascertain how 
far th e m enaces of the allies were seri­ 
ously intended. 
The R ussian and French governm ents 
w ere firm In their declaration th at Ja­ 
pan m ust renounce M anchurian terri­ 
tory, w hile the tone adopted by Ger­ 
m any 
w as 
decidedly 
Intem perate. 
W hen it becam e apparent that Japan 
had only her ow n resources to rely up­ 
on, the governm ent devoted its energy 
to securing the best term s of accom ­ 
m odation. T his, how ever, w as divulged 
only to th e m inisters in im m ediate a t­ 
tendance upon the sovereigns. 
A lm ost 
from th e beginning the em peror’s ad­ 
visers w ere in favor of sum bitting, w ith 
the solitary exception of V iscount M ut- 
su. 
It ta alm ost certain the m inistry 
w ill fa ll on account of the diplom atic 
defeat, and serious internal dissensions 
are looked for.

eral public, who frequent th a t thor­ 
oughfare. 
Ex-Sheriff J. L. Bear, who 
has been circulating a petition secur 
lo g signatures favoring the improve­ 
m ent, is now in Madison bb a jurym an 
In the United States court, and will 
ba absent some days. 
Before leaving 
th e city he had obtained a num ber of 
signatures to his petition, but not a 
m ajority of the 
property 
owners. 
Many who favor the im provem ent re­ 
fuse to sign the petition until the 
common council adopts 
th a t 
por­ 
tion of the uniform charter law, 
vrhieh provides for the issuing of 
bonds for such improvement, and pro­ 
viding for their paym ent in install­ 
m ents, thereby m aking it more easy 
upon the property owners. 
W hether 
such action will be taken by the coun­ 
cil or not rem ains to be developed. 
On the other hand a counter petition 
Is being circulated, opposing the pav­ 
in g of the street, which is being 
signed by a large number, and possi­ 
bly a majority of the resident owners 
w ill sign in case some plan is not 
adopted for the paym ent of the im­ 
provement sim ilar to th a t provided in 
th e uniform charter. 
Street In Bad Shape. 
Everyone who drives over South 
Main street complains on account of 
th e wretched condition of the street, 
claim ing th a t the street car tracks, 
occupying the center of the rcadw sy, 
arc way up above the street surface, 
endangering

viduals as well. 
Besides this, the 
street itself is full of holes and ruts, 
and th at when it rains and the sprink­ 
ling wagons let on w ater freely, there 
Is a top dressing or mucky substanee 
on the surface which takes many hours 
lo dry. 
A few interested property owners 
insist th at it would he better and 
cheaper to macadamize the street, pro­ 
curing crushed stone from Baraboo 
T h is they claim, w ith occasional re­ 
pairs, and would last longer than the 
cedar blocks, and would make just a6 
smooth roadway if properly put on 
end with a heavy roller. 
However, 
i t is evident, that, in order to avoid 
come heavy damage suit, the city will 
be compelled to do something towards 
bettering the condition of the street 
before the season 
advances 
much 
farther.

N ORDINANCE TO ADO PT SECTION 142 
A, of Chapter 326 of the G eneral Laws of 
1889, entitled, “ An a ct dividing cities Into class­ 
es and providing for th eir incorporation and 
governm ent,’* as amended by Chapter 312 of t 
G eneral laws of 1893and by Chapter li>9 of the 
G enera' Laws of 1895. 
The Mayor and Common Council of the City 
of Jan esv ille do ordain as follows: — 
Section I. Section 142 A of Chapter 326 of I he 
general laws of 1849. entitled “An a ct divldli g 
cities into classes and providing for th eir Incor 
ooratlon and governm ent.” as amended by 
Chapter 312 of the general laws of 1893, and by 
chapter 199 of the gene al laws of 1895, and which 
Sect ion 142 A reads as follow s: 
“ Section 142 A. The Common Council sha’l 
“have power to annually levy such sum or sums 
“of money as may be sum lent for the several 
purposes for which taxes are authorized to be 
levied, and to apportion the sam e, into such 
funds for city ana ward purposes as they may 
provide by ordinance or resolution, provided. 
“ a tax levied for any one year for muni ipal 
purposes together with the tax rf quired to be 
“levied for state, county and county school pur- 
“ pose8, and for delinquent taxes for the pr 
“ceding year, sna'l not excee* the amo mt of 
“three per cent f the assessed value of real and 
* personal property of the city in th at year.” is 
h -rrby adopted in addition to the provisions of 
chapter 6 ot the charter of the city of Ja n e s 
vi Ie providing the purposes for which taxes are 
authorized to be raised, an in lieu of the piovl 
stons of said Chapter 6 lim iting the amounts to 
be raised for municipal purposes to specified 
sums o> money, a n d 'or ward purposes to five 
mills on to e dollar cf the assessea value of real 
and per-onal property in each ward. 
Section 2. This ordinance shall be In force 
and take effect from and after its passage and 
publication, which publication shah befu r three 
successive days.
